HOT AGAINST BRYAN 


Underwood Says That Bryan 
Will Be Overwhelmingly 
Beaten in the Democratic 
Caucus Which Considers the 
Wool Bill Today --- Speaker 
Clark Taking No Part in 
Contest.

Washington, May 31.—(Special.)— 
“Smash Bryan and the free wool her- 
esy.” That‘is the word which is. being 
passed tlown the line from the demo- 
cratic leaders in the house today, pre- 
liminary to the assembling of the cau- 
cus tomorrow at noon. 

Mr. Bryan's a&étion in coming to 
Washington four days before the cau- 
cus met and criticising the new house 
leaders by thhanding out an interview 
labeling the supporters of a duty on 
wool as “Aldrich democrats,” and 
charging them with hypocrisy, has 
roused all the fighting blood in Leader 
Oscar Underwood and made’ him more 
determined than ever to assert his in- 
dependence of Mr. Bryan. He is the 
head and front of the opposition to 
Bryan, Speaker Clark reniaintng quiet. 

No Quarter to Be Given. 

The threat of the peerless one that 
he would go into the individual dis- 
tricts of members who opposed his de- 
mand for free wool and defeat them 
for re-election, has drawn the lines 
faut and it is now a battle in which 
mo quarter will be asked or given. 
Chairman’ Underwo6a, ordinarily one 
of the mildest of men, has all his fight- 
ing blood roused. He asserts that the 
Ways and means committee bill will be 
approved tomorrow and notice served 
on a gentleman in Nebraska that he is 
no longer shaping democratic policies 
and will not write the next national 
platform. 

The members of the Georgia delega- 
tion caucused this afternoon, ang after 
the provisions of the new tariff bill 
amending the waqolen schedule were 
explained by Representative Brant- 
ley, a member of the committee, voted 
in favor of supporting the measure. 
Similar action was taken by the Mis- 
souri delegation. 

How Wool Tariff Is Reduced. 

The bill which will be approved to- 
morrow cuts the duty on raw wool 
from 11 cents to 5 cents a pound. The 
tariff rates on manufactured articles 
a@re to be cut practically in half. Some 
of them are now in excess of 100 per 
eent. This bill, while it will reduce 
revenue on the manufactured article 
imported, ts expected to yield addition- 
al fevenue from the largely incredsed 
fmports of raw wool. The $40,000,000 
fevenue brought in by the woolen 
schedule will, therefore, be maintained

Thus Eugene Mitchell, cf Educa- 
tion Board, Expresses Himself 


In Speech Before Girls’ High 
School Graduates He Says 
the Board Should Be Divorc- 
ed From Direct Influence of 
City Council. 


_ In the course of his address .to the 
graduates of the Girls’ High school 
last night at the Grang Eugene M. 
Mitchell, 
education, pointeg out fn no uncertain 
words some changes which he declar- 
ed to be necessary for the welfare of 
the public schools of the city, un- 
equivocally advocating that the board, 
of eduqation be removed from the “po- 
litical dominance of the city council.” 

He toucheq upon commission and 
other pertinent questions, saying in 
connection with the former that “while 
forms in government had become the 
fashion, -it was scarcely probable that 


the board of education would” be abol- 
ished even if Atlanta should adopt the 
commission form of government. 

“The board @f education has accom- 
plished much, despite its handicaps,” 
said President Mitchell, “but the time 
has now come when the board of edu- 
cation shoulg be taken from under the 
political dominance of the city council; 
the department of education should be 
divorced from the political department 
of city government. 

“The members of city council are 
able in many respects,” said President 
Mitchell in effect, “but they have the 
power to do untold harm through their 
igmorance of the principles of educa- 
tion,” and he cited indirectly the re- 
cent attempt to abolish the “frills” in 
the system. 

Because of the dominance of coun- 
cil, saiq President Mitchell, the board 
is completely at its mercy, must teach 
anything or everything that the coun- 
cilmanic body suggests, and “though 
the city charter does not so provide, 
the threat to withhold appropriations 
is a possible weapon in the hands of 
council.” : 

Slaton Is Praised. 

President. Mitchell highly praised 
the enfficiency of Superintendent W11- 
liam M. Slaton in connection with the 
statement that the power to select the 
teachers for the schools had been in- 
vested in the superintendent, and 
“hereafter the teachers will be select- 
eq for merit alone, not because they 
are friends of anybody.” 

He also touched upon the desire of 
the board to raise the salaties’of the 
women teachers, décrying the tendency | 
that makes.for the payment of smaller 
salaries to women just because they 
are women. 

The address was untisually interest- 
ing because of the injection of politics,’ 

Ninety young girls received diplomas 
at the close of tne address, sixty-eight 
being graduates of the literary school 
and the remainder of the Einglish-Com- 
mercial High school, which exists as a 
separate institution for the first time 
this year.

In this city 
the storm broke with consider- 
able force and dawn town 
streets were strewn with trees 
and branches.

ora. for high temperatures for 
May established at Fort Worth, 
Texas, where-the official rec- 
ord was 104, 
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Cleveland, Ohio, May 31.—Four dead 
and a score injured was the toll of the 
terfific wind and rain storm which 
swept over Cleveland and vicinity to- 
day, wrecking buildings, overturning 
boats in Lake Erie, breaking down 
wire polés, tearing up trees and h- | 
ing windows and signs on the streets. 
The storm was general in northern 
Ohio and very destructive. Three | 
lives were lost at Loraine. All of the 
dead were in row boats which cap- 


sized. . 

Twenty bathers at Edgewood Park 
who took shelter in the bath house 
were buried when the roof fell on 
them. George Richards, 14, and Frank 
Heinberger, 11, were so seriously in- 
ured they probably will die. 

E. A. Wright had.both legs broken 
when a wagon was blown on him. 
Several were injured by falling signs. 
| The wind reached a velocity of 60 
miles an hour. <A big balloon broke 
away from its moorings in Luna Park, 
and flying high in the air was struck 
by lightning and burned. Roofs of 
factories were carried away and 
scores of signs and plate glass win- 
dows were wrecked. The loss. to 
property in Cleveland and vicinity will 
run into the hundreds of thousands 
of dolars.

Following the resolutions passed by 
the women’s organizations of Atlanta 
yesterday morning’ deploring the loss 
to Georgia in the enforced resignation 


ing against certain statements made 
by the chairman of the bogt@se =, 
tees of ‘that’ institution, ‘a ‘etir- 
former. member of the board of trustees 
and a friend of Miss Parrish. , 

Mr. Guinn, when approached, was at 
first reluctant to express himself, but 
when his attention was drawn to the 
fact that not only had Miss Parrish 
been deprived of her position at the 
school, but that certain staterignts 
relative to her deposition tended to 
reflect upon her professional capacity, 
he expressed the heartiest indignation. 

“For twelve years I was a trustee 
in the State Normal school at Athens,” 
he said. “I therefore had opportunity 
to study the conditions of the institu- 
tion and to know somewhat of its 
management. TI know something of 
the work and the value to the institu- 
tion of practically every teacher there. 

“Tt:was bad enough to dispense with 
the service of one of the best teachers 
connected with this or any other insti- 
tution in this state; but when with it is 
coupled a plain effort to cast serious 
reflection upon her professional char- 
acter and excellent qualities as a wo- 
man, it is time for the people of this 
state, who do appreciate high-class 
services, and unremitting and unselfish 
labor, to express their disapproval of 
this action of the management of this 
school.” 

When asked if during his twelve 
years’. service on the board of the 
State Normal, he had seen any conduct 
on the part of Miss Parrish to war- 
rant the statement that “for years she 
had proved a disturbing element in 
the school,” Mr. Guinn stated emphat- 
ically: “That statement is not consist- 
ent with the facts; except possibly in 
so far as splendid ability and superior 
services shall disturb those who are 
envious of such qualities, and whose 
jealousy of the influence that such 
qualities win, moves them to the most 
exasperating system of nagging. 

Not a Disturbing Element. 

“Miss Parrish was not deposed be- 
cause she was a disturbing element in 
the school,” continued Mr. Guinn. “Had 
she been a man possessed of some po- 
litical influence that would be drawn 
upon: at will by certain of those who 
have pursued her, she would not have 
been deposed. Furthermore, had she 
been willing to sacrifice every convic- 
tion she entertained as to true prin- 
ciple, and had she been willing to 
boot-lHick and become a puppet, she 
would still have been retained and her 
work and educational character given 
the highest praise. 

“Tt have no longer any official con- 
nection with the State Normal school,” 
gaid Mr. Guinn in conclusion. “I have 
no responsibility for the action which 
takes from the school one of the ablest 
‘eachers in the state, but I can not, 
with my knowledge of the facts and 
sonditions as they exist, decline to ex- 
press my indignation, particularly of 
the method being used to cast serious 
reflection upon the professional char- 
acter of one of the most efficient, pains- 
aking and faithful teachers that Geor- 
zia has had in years.”

Washington, May 31.—(Special.)— 
The question of whether or not there 
will be a strike called throughout the 
Southern railroad system will be 
known within forty-eight hours, said 
Vice President H. 0. Teat, of the 
Brotherhood of Raliroad Firemen to- 


tallway company with Messrs. Neill 
and Knapp, the arbitrators under the 
Erdman act, were in progress through- 
out the day; but so far nothing has 
‘been accomplished. 

Tonight almost every window in the 
big red brick building of the South- 
ern Railway company was ablaze with 
light until nearly midnight. The gen- 
eral manager of all the railroads in 
the southeast were in conference there 
in anticipation of a strike. 

Bunks for Strike Breakers. 

It is alleged that the Southern Rail- 
way company has provided furniture 
cars fitted up with bunks for the use 
of strikebreakers in the railroad yard 
at Knoxville, Tenn.; Spencer, N. C., 
Monroe, N. C., and Alexandria, Va. 
There are sixteen cars at Alexandria 
each provided with sixteen bunks. 

The only ray of light shed on the 
situation today was the report that 
the demands of the trackmen and 
bridge men for a 15 pr eent. increase 
had been met. These men get 18 cents 
a day increase, 
way company $180,000 a year. 

J. I. Whiddon, of Macon, represent- 
ing the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, is urging the claims of the 
engineers for a 25 per ce increase. 
The latter expressed great’ hopes to- 
day that they would win. Relations 
are fast becoming strained to the 
breaking point between the firemen 
and the company and a strike appears 
to be imminent. / 

The Firemen. Wrought Up. 
firemen are wrought 
reports that the company, 
in violation of the mediation 
terms, is building bunkhouses along 
the line in preparation for a strike. 
This is denied by railway officials. 

Vice President Teat, of the Brother-

Mexican national hymn. Every hat 
was off and Diaz halted at the head of 
the companionway. The guns of Fort 
Santiago began for the last time to fire 
@ presidential salute in honor of Diaz. 
The crowd was cheering itself hoarse, 
but never a cry for Madero. 

Then it was that Diaz lifted his hand 


signalling for silence. 

“Citizens of Vera Cruz,” he said, “I 
will never forget this reception. It/is 
thé more notable for having been given 
at a time when all the country is 
against me. I[ am accorded a greater 
reception than a mere citizen is en- 
titled to. Not even a president can be 
cain recipient of a greater ovation than 
this.’ 

Once more cheers arose and Diaz 
moved into the ship. Senora Diaz fol- 
lowed up the companionway. She, too, 
was the object of the crowd's approval. 

Before going on board ship. 
to his country General Diaz delivered 
a warning. Speaking to the little group 
of soldiers who had served as a guard 
on his trip from the capital, the old 
man, who governed Mexico for more 
than thirty years by military strength, 
declared that the present government 
must yet resort to his methods if 
peace is to be re-established. 

Soldiers Draw Up Before Diaz. 

The soldiers drew up in front of the 
home of J. B. Bodick, where the ex- 
president has beén quartered since his 
arrival in Vera Cruz, under command 
of General Victoriano Huerta, an old 
and warm personal frieng of General 
Diaz. The soldiers were the same Men 
who had defended the life of the ex- 
president and his family when rebels 
attacked the special train coming to 
Vera Cruz. Four of their number 
were killed in that affair. 

When General Diaz stepped forward 
on the veranda there was a buzz of in- 
terest, but no applause. The moment 
' was too solemn for such an expression, 
and even the little group of peons be- 
hing the soldiers represseg their feel- 
ings until the speech-making and em- 
bracings were concluded. Their ap- 
plause then was brief. 

In the name of the army General 
Huerta addressed him, telling his. old 
chief that he could always count ons 
these men “notwithstanding what 
everyone said.’’ General Huerta’s 
voice broke as he added, with perhaps 
more frankness than tact: 

“It is the only portion of the coun- 
try that diq not go against you.” 

He decliareg that he and his men and 
the army in general were sorry to see 
General Diaz leave Mexico, but that 
there was also reason for gratification, 
Inasmuch as foreigners would be given 
an opportunity to know the man who 
had made his country famous. 

Diaz Overcome by Emotion. 

Bravely General Diaz began his re- 
ply, but before many minutes’ he was 
having great difficulty in jmastering 
his emotion. 

“I am grateful to the army,” said 
the ex-president, “that I could count 
on it to the last moment of leaving 
Mexican territory. It is the only real 
defense the country has, and to re. 
establish peace in this republk, its 
services will have to be called upon 


in this crisis." : 

Tears were slowly ,rolling down the 
olq man’s face now and his voice was 
broken. But he continued, assuring 
his hearers that should his country at 
any time become involved in trouble 
he would be willing to return. 

Pointing to the colors of Mexico, the 
general added: 

“I would then place myself at the 
head of the country’s loyal forces and, 
under the shadow of that flag, I would 
know how to conquer as in times 
past.” 

General Huerta grasped his hand and 
then the olq fighters embraced. One 
by one the minor officers moved for- 
ward and each was embraced by Gen- 
eral Diaz and told goodby. 

It was over. The troops stood at at- 
tention for an hour in-the broiling 
heat, but none appeared weary. Gen- 
eral Diaz turned to enter the house 
and the officers gave the command to 
march. The troops went directly to 
the cars of a specia)] train on which 
they began their journey to the capi- 

Dias and Family Board Ship. 

General Diaz after lunch boarded the 
Tuluna, a government tug, which car- 
ried him to the Ypiranga. Those who 
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went aboard the steamer. with the ex- 


president, included Senora Diaz, the 
wife of the general; Senora Teresa, 
the widowed sister of Senora Diaz, and 
her son, Jose; Colonel Porfirio Diaz, 
Jr., and his wife and their. five chil- 
‘dren; Lieutenant and Mrs. Lorenzo 
Elizaga and their young son; General 
Manuel Gonzales and Colonel Gonzales. 
Lieutenant Elizaga is a brother-in-law 
of General Diaz. 

Perhaps the only person in the house 
where General Diaz has spent the last 
five days, or its neighborhood, who ex- 
pressed no sorrow this morning, were 
the children of Porfirio Diaz, Jr. All 
of them, the oldest but little more than 
12 years, played and chatted, now in 
Spanish and now in English of the trip 
about to begin. 

On one of the boats in the harbor 
was an old Mexican.

How Boatman Saved Diaz.

Madero dida few months ago. He was 
fomenting a revolution. Hunted by the 
soldiers of Mexico he found it neces- 
sary to guard his movements. So when 
the boat entered the harbor of Vera 
Cruz he slipped quietly over the side 
and attemptedito swim ashore. 

Tossed by the swell he lost his bear- 
ings and was swimming out to sea 
when discovered by'a man in a row- 
boat. He was pulled in and rowed 
ashore. If his rescuer knew the iden- 


, tity of his passenger at that time he 


kept it a secret and Diaz re-entered his 
country, fought and won. 

Later the president called the boat- 
man tothe capital and gave him a bet- 
ter position. .He showed a most kind- 
ly disposition toward his rescuer, but 
thé boatman longed for the harbor and 
returned. 

Since that day he has been one of the 
army that lines the piers and solicits 
passengers for their trade.

Mrs. Mauldin resides at 200 Wylie 
street, and she is the mother of eleven 
Fred Mauldin, one of the 
eleven, is, according to the statements 
of his parents and family physician, 
afflicted. Tuesday afternoon. just be- 
fore school was dismissed, Fred had 
some trouble with his teacher, Mrs. Al- 
bert, and the teacher gave him a whip- 
ping with two switches. Fred went 
home and showed his bruises to his 
mother, and the mother went to the 
school house with a short leather strap 
in her hand and gave Mrs. Albert about 
a dozen lashes. 

The first witness was Officer Brooks, 
who was stationed at the school when 
it was dismissed. He reached the 
scene just in time to see Mrs. Mauldin 
apply the leather strap three times as 
Mrs. Albert tried to back off. 

The Teacher's Statement. 

Mrs. Albert said that Fred Mauldin 
had always been a bad and disobedient 
boy. 

“He would not study,” she stated, 
“and I bore with him as long as I could. 
I tried to help him, but he would not 
be helped. On Tuesday he disobeyed 
me by talking fm the school room and 
I sent him to the principal. He re- 
turned in a very jubilant mood and 
began to talk again. I took him to 
the closet and whipped him. The.first 
switch broke, be€ause it was very small 
and brittle. I used a second and tried 
to be moderate. If I struck the child 
too hard it was his own fault, as he 
resisted me.” 

The Mother's Story. . 

Then Mrs. Mauldin told her story. 

“Il am the mother, judge, of eleven 
children. I want to begin by giving 
my story as a sort of allegory. <A 
mother is like a Iltoness when her 
young are in danger. My husband goes 
away from home to work and leaves 
me, the mother, to take care of the 
children. This boy, who was so cruelly 
beaten by Mrs. Albert, is my afflict 
little one. He is very deaf and is un- 
der the care of a physician for bladder 
trouble. When he came home with his 
back and legs covered with blood that 
flowed from many bruises, my soul 
rose up in, indignation. I was the 
mother lioness and my young had beech 
hurt. I tell you, sir, that the mother 
who will not fight for her children is 
not worthy the *name of mother, and 
if the afflicted lamb of the flock is 
imposed upon, her fury cannot be con- 
trolled. I believed I was right to whip

Hill Announces .Execution of 
Mortgage to Secure $600,000,-

“The Great Northern Railway Com- 
pany, as of date May 1, 1911, has exe- 
cuted its first and refunding mortgage, 
securing a total authorized issue of 
$600,000,000 bonds. 

“The size of the mortgage is explain- 
ed by the fact that the outstanding 
obligations of the company, which are 
to be refunded, amount approximately 
to $330,000,000. Included, however, in 
the figures last named is the direct 
and contingent obligation of the com- 
pany-on the Burlington joint 4s, ma- 
turing in 1921, and aggregating $222,- 
400,000. Covering a future of fifty 
years, approximately $270,000,000 in 
bonds, therefore, will be available for 
general corporate purposes, double- 
tracking and additional mileage. 

“Since its beginning thirty-two years 
ago, the Great Northern has expended 
between $350,000,000 and $400,000,000 
out of capital and earnings.

“The provision made for the future, 
in consideration of the rapidly growing 
territory which Great Northern lines 
serve, would seem intelligently con- 
servative.

Fortress La Loma Blown Up 
and Palace Damaged.

Washgngton, May 31.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham, appearing before the 
house committee on expenditures in 
the department of justice today, testi- 
fied that he had “advised the United 
States Steel Corporation on several oc- 
casions, from 1901 to 19099, during his 
connection with the firm of Strong & 
Cadwalader, and also that he had re- 
ceived his share of the fee turned into 
the firm for services to the American 
Sugar Refining Company, personally 
attended to by Henry W. Taft, brother 
of the president. Mr. Wickersham said 
his share was about $26,000. 

Wickersham and Friar Lands. 

Mr. Wickersham was questioned 
chiefly by Representative Beall, of 
Texas, chairman of the committee, con- 
cerning the sale by the government 
of friar lands in the Philippines to the 
American Sugar Refining Company. He 
gaid that Henry W. Taft had at one 
time appeared as a special attorney 
for the @overnment against the “lico- 
rice trust,” a part of the American To- 
bacco Company... : 

Mr. Wickersham declared that after 
he became attorney general, John 
Henry Hammond represented Strong & 
Cadwalader as counsel for the so-call- 
ed sugar trust in the purchase of the 
friar lands. He added that at the time 
he gave his opinion permitting the 
sale. of these lands, he did not Know 
that Hammond ‘represented the presi- 
dent of the American Sugar Refining 
Company, Mr. Havemeyer. 

When asked about the connection of 
the firm with steel affairs, Mr, Wipker- | 
sham said: 

“I personally have advised the United 
States Steel Corporation in one or two 
matters.”

The German ambassador, acting upon the authority of his gov- 
ernment, has asked the state department for a draft of the prelimi- 
nary agreement submitted to the two other countries. It is inti- 
mated that the Wilhelmstrasse looks upon the proposal with favor, 
contingent upon the spirit in which it is accepted and construed by 
the three other probable signatories. | 

Germany's receptivity to universal arbitration is equivalent to 
an epoch in world-wide peace talk. There must be strong influences 
working among the German people to cause the government to re- 
cede from the skeptical attitude manifested when the Anglo- 
American peace pact was first broached. The belligerency with 
which the kaiser is credited, and the world-ambitions commonly at-

HEARS. SOLUTION 
‘General Council “Approprats 
$10,000 to Care For Situation 


Special Committee Is Appoint- 
ed to Investigate All Phases 
of the Garbage Question. 
Mayor Winn Makes Earnest 
Appeal for Action. 


With the appointment of a special 
committee, the adoption of a resolution 
to.appropriate $10,000, a step was tak- 
en by the general council yesterday 
morning to abolish the eighteen dump- 
ing grounds and provide measures for 
taking care of the garbage situation 
temporarily this summer. 

The’ special. committee will also in- 
vestigate all phases of the garbage 
question and make a report on what 
ought \to be done to provide a perma- 
nent plan to dispose of garbage and 
trash. 

Mayor Winn’s Appeal. 

Mayor Winn made an earnest appeal 
to the joint meeting of the city council, 
the board of health and the bond com- 
mission, urging immediate action and 
went into details about the sanitary 
question. The mayor said that first the 
stockade property should be sold to 
provide money for the new crematory. 
He said that reserving eight acres for 
a city Tech scl®ol, the rest of the 
property could be sold for something 
like $300,000; that $50,000 of this could 
be used to grade the necessary streets 
and provide sewers and water mains; 
that a new city prison could be pro- 
vided by adding to the present police 
station a barracks; that the Tech 


for $60,000 or $75,000 and this money 
used to remodel the stockade build- 
ing for a Tech; that crematories could 
+e placed on either one or all of the 
sites of the sewage disposal plants. 

He gave these plans as permanent 
methods of taking care of the city’s 
garbage for many years. He then went 
mto the temporary measures which 
could be adopted and stated that the 
sanitary chief had reported that he 
could by running the present crema- 
tory night and day take care of all ex- 
cept two carloads of garbage, and this 
could be hauled out of the city on rail- 
road cars and dumped on a piece of 
land which the city could rent or buy. 

Urges Immediate Action. 

The mayor said that the situation 
was not so very serious as some peo- 
ple might believe, but he urged imme- 
diate action as delay would only make 
matters worse. 

W. H. Terrell, of the bond commis- 
sion, offered a resolution which pro- 
vided that all garbage be hauled out 
of the tity and dumped on eity prop- 
erty where convenient, and called for 
the abandonment of the present crema- 
tory as soon as the new ones were built 
The resolution was referred to the spe- 
cial committee on the sale of the stock- 
ade property. . 

Councilman Chambers said he didn’t 
believe in any make shifts but thought 
the plan adopted should be on a perma- 
nent basis. e 

On motion of Alderman Warren the 
whole matter of taking care of the 
garbage was referred to the special 
committee composed of the following 
officials: Mayor Winn; Dr. Gilbert, 
president of the board of health; Alder- 
man John W. Grant, chairman of the 
council finance committee; F. A. Quil- 
lian, chairman of the bond commission; 
Captain R. M. Clayton, chief of con- 
struction; and Councilman Chambers, 
chairman of the council sewer com- 
mittee. : 

After the joint meeting adjourned a 
meeting of the general council was 
held. 


Money Must Be Secured. 

Mr: Quillian spoke to council and 
gave a full history of the crematory 
matter. He said that the crematory 
could not be built without the money 
and the only way to raise the money 
was to either sell the stockade prop- 
erty or issue more~ bonds. 

Councilman McClelland introduced a 
resolution which called for some im- 
mediate action about the sale of the 
stockade. 

Alderman Warren brought matters to 
a definite shape by introducing a res- 
oiution calling for the appropriation of 
~$10°900 to be used by the special com- 
mittee in taking care of the garbage 
this summer. 

This resolution was unanimously 
adopted by council, but at a subsequent 
meeting of the aldermanic board, the 
whole matter was held up by Alderman 
Grant giving notice of a reconsidera- 
tion, after the board had concurred in 
the action of council. Alderman Grant 
and Alderman Kelley wanted more 
time to look into the matter as the 
$10,000 asked for was to come from 
the contingent fund when there was 
only $2,500 in that fund. The city at- 
torney stated that the action of council 
and the aldermanic board in adopting 
the resolution would compel the finance 
committee to provide the money. 

Aiderman Grant said that he might 
withdraw his motion to reconsider next 
Monday.

Macon, Ga., May 31.—~(Special.)— 
Seldom has so much interest been 
manifested in the trial of a criminal 
case as was demonstrateg here today 
when verdicts of not guilty were 
found in the peonage cases. 

The jury, after remaining out three 
hours, found that Sheriff.John Ross 
Rogers, Deputy Sheriff Joab Horne, 
William E. Chauncey and Luke DuPree 
had not violated the genera] peonage 
law and acquititted them on each of the 
nine counts of the indictment. 

After the verdict was announced 
numerous crowds gathered on street 
corners, shook hands with the jurors 
ang expressed) themselves as being 
well pleased with the result of the 
case. ~*~ 

Fully 300 citizens of Hawkinsville 
and Pulaski county wefe here, and 
they escorted the four defendants from 
the court ro and to their hotel with 
many manifestations of joy. 

The jury returned a verdict of not 
guilty, notwithstanding Judge Speér’s 
positive statement to them that the 
men were guilty of peonage and con- 
spiracy and by their own testimony 
had convicted themselves. Judge Speer 
exercised his privilege of summing up 
the evidence and expressing-an opin- 
ion. : 

Felder’s Objections. 

Attorney * Felder objected to the 
charge on fifty-five grounds. One wags 
that it was argumentative and unfair. 
When Judge Speer ordered him to 
withdraw the word unfair he sub- 
stituted unduly and illegal.

the struggle for a cleaner, better, 
wholesomer, happier world for all the; 
people—today, tomorrow and hereafter. 

The clubs all have their own local 
and individual claims, and no federation 
claim ever has been, or ever will be, 
pressed upon them, for the federation 


of each club, whether it or its members 
ever give a dollar to its general work or 
not, ‘ 

Your. board, however, decided some 
years ago, that a body of 8,000 women, 
however loosely tied together, ~ should 
have one common meeting point of con- 
crete altruistic endeavor, which they 
might work for and love and be proud 
of together. 

You have seen above the splendid be- 
ginning made by you in such a work. 

To fill the demands of the situation 
and<do your organization credit, this 
work must expand. 

Nobody must ever feel .the mainte- 
nance of Tallulah as a burden, for it 
has been from the beginning a free-will 
enterprise without a dollar of assured 
income from year to year. Since, how- 
ever, many clubs in the city federation 
and many women in these lubs are 
helping and are desirous of |. ~ ving in 
the problem of a more rational educa- 
tion for rurat Georgia it. seems only 
logical, rational and seemly that such 
effort should at least have the oppor- 
tunity to concentrate itself upon this 
our own enterprise and that what is 
done by all these clubs towards this 
common end shall each year be footed 
up in a grand total in the federation’s 
annual report.

The school is just now expanding in

Fort McPherson will again see the 
Seventeenth Infantry about July 1 un- 
less present plans of the war depart- 
ment are .changed, according to re- 
ports from Washington, D. C. With this 
report comes another that there is no 
prospect of the post being abandoned 
at least for several years to come.

Wickersham Says Government 


s| Will Start Criminal Actions,

Attorney General Tells House 
Committee Prison Sentences 
for Magnates Will Stop Vio- 
lations of Anti-Trust Law. 
Asks About Cotton Cases. 


Washington, May 31.—The recent de- 
cisions of the supreme court in the 
Standard Oil and American Tobacco 
Company cases will result in a sweep- 
ing attempt to secure criminal convic- 
tion of violators of the anti-trust law, 
according to Attorney General Wick- 
ersham, who appeared today before 
the house committee on expenditures in 
the department of justice. 

Why Magnates Have Escaped Prison. 

Mr. Wickersham was asked why the 
government thus far had failed to lodge 
any “trust magnates” in prison. 


“There has been an unwillingness 
on the part of the juries and courts 
to sentence men to prison under the 
anti-trust law,” he replied. 

“Juries are becoming more willing 
now, however, to convict and judges 
who have been reluctant to impose 
prison penalties now have the supreme 
court decisions to sustain them.” 

Mr. Wickersham. said he believed 
prison sentences would be the most 
effective means of enforcing respect for 
the anti-trust law. Criminal prosecu- 
tions against the meat packers, milk 
dealers, grocers, the naval stores, and 
window glass combination and alleged 
violators of the anti-trust law, he said, 
would be augmented by other prosecu- 
tions. On this subject the govern- 
ment had definite plans. 


The Cotton Cases in New York. 


The attorney general was closely 
questioned by Mr. Beall as to the cot- 
ton cases in New York. Asked why ac- 
tions were brought against those seek- 
ing to elevate the price of raw cotton 
other than against the spinners and 
“bears’’ who were trying to depress it, 
Mr. Wickersham said the government 
had believed it much easier to reach 
the seven men controlling the raw cot- 
ton pool against whom it had exact 
information. 

“The statute of limitations has not 
run against the other,” he added. “If 
the government is sustained in this 
first cotton case, the other combina- 
tions may be attacked.” 

“Has there ever been any investiga- 
tion of the attempt of ‘bears’ to de- 
press cotton prices in New York and 
New Orleans,” Chairman Beall asked. 

“No, I have never had any facts 
brought to my attention that pepemed 
to show a violation of the an..-trust 
law in such matters.”

IN COAL FIELDS 


Charged by L steade Leaders Be- 
fore House Committee. 
‘Peonage Also Charged. 


Washington, May 31.—As a result of 
charges laid before the house commit- 
tee on rules today by miners and labor 
representgtives against the coal mine 
companies and their representatives. in 
the Westmoreland coal fields, in Penn- 
sylvania, the committee. will pedestal 
representatives of the coal mining com- 
panies to appear and will attempt to. 
sift out some of the facts connected 
with the pending strike in the coal dis- 
trict. 

No investigation will be made by the 
committee. Whether an investigation 
will be demanded will depend largely | 
upon further facts brought out in sub-! 
sequent hearings. 

The delegation of coal miners pre-, 
sented testimony today to show that’ 
indiscriminate killing, violence, condi- 
tidns of peonage, interference with 
the United States mails and the wide- 
spread abuse of the authority of the 
law had marked the entire progress of 
the strike in the Pennsylvania coal 
district. 

Witnesses said the postoffice was on 
mining company property or that the 
road leading to these offices were polic- 
ed by the deputies of the mining com- 
panies. Strikers, it was asserted, 
were often arrested when they tried 
to approach the postoffice. 

Francis Feehan, president of the 
Pennsylvania Mine Workers’ Union, 
bluntly charged that twenty - miners 
had been shot to death by deputy sher- 
iffs and that foreign laborers had been 
held practically in slavery.

ATLANTA BILL . 
BEFORE CAUCUS 


Way Will Be Paved for Pass- 
age of Measure Ceding 
Old Postoffice.

Washington, May 31.—(Special )— 
The democratic caucus tomorrow will 
pave the way for the consideration of 
the Atlanta postoffice cession bill and 
the suspense that has been gnawing 
into the soul of Representative Schley 
Howard, of the fifth district for many 
days, will be ended. 

The caucus held at the beginning of 
the present session determineg upon 
the program of action and resolved 
that no other matters should be con- 
sidered. Later when the necessity for 
action on the Atlanta bill became ap- 
parent Mr. Howard was in a quandary. 

By persistent effort he has secured 
the consent of the democratic mem- 
bers, including Speaker Clark and 
Leader Underwood, that the bill may 
be considereg in caucus tomorrow and 
the way paved for its passage. Ordi- 
narily this would be one of the sim- 
plest pieces of legislation that any 
member could introduce and would not 
cause a moment’s uneasiness. But the 
peculiar circumstances surrounding 


‘this extra session have presented al- 


most insuperable difficulties. 

Asked by Representative Howard 
and The Constitution if an Atlanta 
delegation could be of any assistance, 
Speaker Clark replied with emphasis: 
“The matter is all fixed, and no pow- 
er under heaven can change it. The 
Atlanta bill will pass the house with- 
in the next ten days.” 

The Howard bill deeds back to the 
state of Georgia jurisdiction over the 
old federal postoffice site in Atlanta. 
This was necessary in order to insure 
the legality of ordinances passed on 
the spot by the city council and to 
give the right for police patrol over 
the premises.

phone, the telegraph, the X-ray, wire- 
léss telegraphy, radio activity and other 
kindred marvels are with us and have 
become commonplace facts of our daily 
existence. Then why not the master- 
-piece whose figures apparently per- 
form the various functions of life? 
True, it does seem rather startling at 
first blush, but this is a wonderful 
age and many thousands are living to- 
day who may see the transfor- 
mation of all pictorial art. 

For countless centuries pictorial art 
has been fundamentally the same. Its 
evolutton from the earliest days when 
the cave man scrawled the first hiero- 
glyphics on sand-stone to the golden 
period of the rennaissance has been 
gradual. There has been little of in- 
ventiveness. A picture was a picture, 
nothing more. It was good, bad or in- 
different. The drawing of the human 
figure displayed a knowledge on the 
part of the artist of anatomy ora lack 
of it. Some artists possessed a mas- 
tery of ciaroscuro, others bungled the 
All of them 
painted figures that looked down smil- 
ingly or frowningly on you from their 
frames—figures that did not change 
through all the ages save that change 
which comes from decay and disinte- 
gration. They did not move. The 
smile was the same smile for all. The 
frown was ever a frown, as forbidding 
today as in the middle ages when the 
painter laid aside his brush and pro- 
nounced the picture finished. 

When Painted Pictures 

Nothing at all remarkable about this. 
The contrary would be the remarkable 
thing. And yet it may come to pass 
before so very long. 

Of course. you have seen “The An- 
gelus,”’ that marvelous painting which 
fs regarded as one df the most poign- 
ant expressions of modern art. You 
have looked at the unlovely peasants, 
heads bowed at the close of the day. 
and their hopelessness, their pitiful 
poverty has appealed to you. Your 
heart has gone out to them. There 
they are—motionless, immutable types 
of man's inhumanity to man. 

Suppose you could see these self-same 
figures slowly stoop to the earth, pick 
up the basket of potatoes, shoulder 
their crude farm implements and wend 
their way painfully over the broker 
ground, through the falling gloom of 
evening, to their thatched hut from 
which a thin thread of smoke is issu- 
ing! 

Or, take the example of Rosa Bon- 
heur’s celebrated ‘‘Horse Fair.” For 
years those horses have been in the 
self-same positions—some rearing on 
two legs, others strugglin& at halters, 
still others being willingly led. How 
would you like to see these horses 
moving before your eyes, their massive 
muscles rippling and writhing like 
snakes under their heavy-haired skins? 
Wouldn't it be a splendid sight, if all 
the spirit and color of the scene were

Winsor MeCay—Pioneer. 

Winsor McCay, famous newspaper 
cartoonist, creator of “Little Nemo,” 
“The Welsh Rarebit Fiend” and other 
Ppopplar Sunday features, who is now 
in Atlanta playing a vaudeville engage- 
ment at the Forsyth, is a firm believer 
in a future art which will revolutionize 
the work of the artist. He can see a 
no distant day when the stationary pic- 
ture will not satisfy the »ublic—a day

when the cartoon -will move, when 
| Flip and Little Nemo, Mutt and Jeff, 
Happy Hooligan, Gloomy Gus and 
others will go through all their antics 
just as if they were alive. In that day 
the newspaper cartoonist will be a very 
busy boy. Thousands of pictures Wil) 
be necessary where four or five suffice 
today. But the result will be infinitely 
more amusing. 

Mr. McCay’s vision goes still further. 
He sees a day when finished paintings 
will apparently possess life and ac- 
tion, and he thinks this day not far 
distant. 

Winsor McCay is the: pioneer of the 
picture that moves. He has already 
brought it past the experimental stage. 
But he is not satisfied by any means. 
Every day he is hard at work improv- 
ing his new art, if it may be so term- 
ed, and startling developments may be 
expected at any time. 

Every one is familiar with the cre- 
ations ef Mr. McCay, and those whzc« 
have visited the Forsyth this week 
were highly amused at the humorous 
antics of Flip, Dr. Pill, the Imp, the 
Princess, Little Nemo and the Dragon. 
However, it is safe to say that a ma- 
jority thought there was some trick 
about the pictures. There was a 
trick, but not the kind suspected; it 
is merely the trick of infinite patience. 
The pictures are all in line, but the 
figures move in all sorts of fantastic 
ways without the slightest hitch or 
jar. It required sixteen separate and 
distinct pictures for every second that 
the film* was being unreeled, or 960 
pictures per minute. The picture dis- 
Played at the Forsyth This week re- 
quired exactly 3,000 separate pen and 
ink drawings, all made by Mr. McCay. 
Between the first and second pictures 
there is apparently no difference. Be- 
tween the first and sixteenth there is 
a decided difference. The first and 


3,000th drawing merge one into anoth- 
er as they are reeled off and one does 


not detect the slightest jointing. It is 
simply the photographic moving pic- 
ture idea applied to drawing. 

Failure Was Prophesied. 

When Mr. McCay first conceived the 
idea of motion pictures made from 
drawings the Vitagraph people told 
him he was wasting his time; that the 
thing had been tried and proved a fail- 
ure. This did not deter him. He 
kept on drawing pictures until he'‘had 
thousands of them. Finally an employee 
of the Vitagraph company called. at 
Mr. McCay’s country home on Long 
Island and was amazed at what he 
saw. 

He secured the rights to the film 
and it has been exhibited all over this 
country and Europe. It is the only 
film of its king in existence. 

The artist is now at work on a 
humorous subject which will require 
7,000 drawings. It depicts a sleeping 
man and a huge mosquito, wearing 
silk hat, trousers, coat, étc., and car- 
rying a satchel full of implements of 
torture. The mosquito deliberately 
sharpens his bill, drives it into the 
man, flies away, returns, repeats the 
operation and is finally killed. The 
film will take about four minutes to 
unroll. It is so intensely humorous 
that Mr. McCay cannot refrain from 
laughter as he draws the pictures. 

While talking with the writer yes- 
terday Mr. McCay dashed off—yes, 
that’s the word—sixteen pictures of 
“Flip’’ which show him in the act of 
falling. If these pictures were phéto- 
graphed on a moving picture film it 
would take but one second for them 
‘to unroll ang one would see Flip ac- 
tually falling. If you will cut these 
pictures out, place them one on the 
other tn numerical order and then 
“flip” them the point will be more 
readily appreciated.
